California Motorists Marooned in Blizzard 


Federal income tax regulations as 
they apply to motor vehicle owners I 
of Pennsylvania are outlined in a 
bulletin issued today by the Penn­ 
sylvania Motor Federation, A. A. A. j 
Among other things, the federa- j 
lion points out that owners of auto­ 
mobiles other than business vehicles 
are unable to deduct the three-cents 
per gallon levy on gasoline. 
‘‘The 
Pennsylvania 
gasoline 
tax 
was 
changed from a consumer to a dis­ 
tributor levy by the 1931 legislature, 
and as taxes are deductible only by 
those on whom imposed, the internal 
revenue bureau has ruled that in 
this state the gasoline tax can be 
deducted only by the distributor,” 
Henry M. Scharf, president of the 
local motor club, explained. “When 
the car is used for business pur­ 
poses. however, the tax becomes a 
business expense as part of the cost 
of gasoline, and can be listed under 
legitimate expense deductions.” 
8 Regulations 
Income tax regulations as they 
apply to Pennsylvania motorists are 
listed by the P M F. as follows: 
First—the car owner may deduct 
. from his gross income all sums paid 
during the calendar year in the 
form of registration fees drivers’ li­ 
censes, state personal, 
sales 
and 
property taxes and municipal taxes. 
Second—the 
state 
gasoline 
tax 
paid by pleasure car owners cannot 
be deducted, as it is levied on the 
distributor, not on 
ti ie consumer. 
Where the car is used for com­ 
mercial purposes, however, the tax 
becomes a business expense and is 
deductible as part of the cost of 
> gasoline. 
Third—the interest on money bor­ 
rowed for the purchase of an auto­ 
mobile is deductible, irrespective of 
whether the car is used for busi­ 
ness purposes or for pleasure. 
If 
the taxpayer keeps his accounts on 
a cash basis such interest will be 
deductible only for the 
year 
in 
which paid. If accounts are kept on 
an accrued basis, interest may be 
deducted as it accrues.

UR later discoveries in life often prove to be the richest. About two 
years ago I learned about an elusive little book by Christopher M or­ 
ley. called “Parnassus on W heels." Intriguing title, I thought. A story 
about books and book selling, they told me. 
It took quite a long tim e to gain the rare firt edition, but finally 
I cornered the little fellow and bargained until I had him for my very 
own. I didn’t seem to miss th at loss, which has since proved to be such 
an investm ent, for it introduced me to one of the m ost charm ing w riters 
about books in this entire world. 
Barrie said of the great editor of the “B ritish Weeky,” Sir W. R ob­ 
ertson Nicoll, that he probably never came near a book without wanting to 
pet it or to give it a sixpence! 
I have never known a m an who loved 
books, or who loved to write about them , more th an Christopher Morley. 
We finally met because of our m utual love for George Cissing. M or­ 
ley has a pool nam ed “Cissing Pool," and his delightful little fantasy 
“W here the Blue Begins" is a dog story with its dog hero nam ed Gissing. 
The other day we went over the Gissing treasures together, in a sort of 
trance happiness. But back to Morley, 
His books sparkle with a delicious 
hum or, and with the soundest sort of sense and philosophy that keep peek­ 
ing out at you from around surprised corners, or hidden between lines. 
He hunts for the hum an things about books like Boswell did with Dr. 
Johnson. 
Sick souls should read his book, “Thunder on the Left." It makes a 
m an grow kind toward the world again. The story opens in childhood’s 
hour, with the grown world looking on—but when you finish the book you 
w ant to start all over again where you began. 
It is a book of beauty all 
through. 
But it's the “bookish" books by Morley th a t fascinate me most, be­ 
cause then I find myself in a world th a t I was born into. 
His latest book. 
“H um an Being,” is of this sort—but it’s more th a n a book about books. 
I f s about “The times and deeds of R ichard Roe, caught m id-life in the 
act of being hum an!” He translates Richard Roe in such a way th a t we 
thin k he is translating us—his reader. “Human Being" is one of the most 
hum an books I have ever read. 
It drips with hum an understanding, color, 
beauty and sparkling hum or—with a touch of soul highlighting it from 
cover to cover. 
Such glorious things as books should have a Boswell these days— 
and who is there who can surpass the lovable Christopher Morley?

NEW BRIDGE TO 
SPEED REPAIRS 


Special Type Bridge Reduces 
Construction Time; Saves 
Motorists And State. 


Development of a special type of 
I beam bridge which is finding wide 
and economical use by the Penn­ 
sylvania department 
of highways 
was reported 
today 
by Secretary 
Samuel S. Lew!*, A feature of the 
new bridge is 
the speed 
of con­ 
struction. 
which 
cuts 
down 
the 
length of time detours are required. 
This results in a saving to motor­ 
ists amounting 
hundreds 
of ve- 
hicle-miles per day. a considerable 
item in car operation cost. 
Tile 
department also saves in the main­ 
tenance of detours. 
In a survey of bridges taken over 
by the highway department from 
counties, engineers tabulated sev­ 
eral hundred bridges posted for load 
limits under the legal maximum of 
thirteen tons. To strengthen many 
of these old bridges, a large number 
of which were timber, engineers 
used steel I-beams as reinforcing 
members and in some cases as sub­ 
stitutions for timber beams. 
Other 
bridges were in such condition that 
reconstruction 
would 
cost 
more 
than 
replacement 
unless 
a 
new 
type of bridge, less expensive than 
standard types, could be evolved. 
The 
specially 
designed 
I-beam 
bridge solved the problem by sal­ 
vaging parts of the old structure. 
Objection to timber flooring for 
bridges was overcome by develop­ 
ment of a type of surface treatment 
similar to that used on macadam 
roads. The treatment, consisting of 
bitumen and stone chips, serves the 
double purpose of eliminating the 
skid hazard in wet weather, and 
providing a wearing 
surface 
for 
traffic. 
This protects the timber 
from traffic wear and weather ex­ 
posure. highly important factors in 
reckoning the maintenance bill.
